GROUP   LIABILITY   INSURANCE   FOR   EMPLOYEES   OPERATING 
GOVERNMENT-OWNED  AUTOMOBILES 

Under  date  of  November  28,  1940,  the  Office  of  Plant  and  Operations  of  the 
Department  issued  a  memorandum  regarding  group  liability  insurance  which 
may  be  purchased  by  employees  of  the  Department  who  drive  Government- 
owned  automobiles.  Full  information  is  contained  in  the  memorandum. 
Employees  interested  in  this  insurance  should  request  a  copy  of  the  memorandum 
from  their  inspector  in  charge. 

WEIGHT  LIMITATION  ON  MOVEMENT  OF  HOUSEHOLD   GOODS 

Under  legislation  recently  enacted  the  President  has  issued  Executive  Order 
No.  8588,  dated  November  7,  1940,  prescribing  regulations  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  expenses  of  transportation  of  household  goods  and  personal  effects  of 
employees  transferred  for  the  convenience  of  the  Government.  Briefly,  these 
regulations  limit  the  weight  of  household  goods  and  personal  effects  to  5,000  pounds 
gross  for  an  employee  having  dependents  living  with  him  and  to  2,500  pounds 
gross  for  an  employee  not  having  dependents  living  with  him.  Copies  of  the 
Executive  Order  No.  8588  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  each  field  station.  Transfer 
orders  will  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  Executive  order  and  full  instructions 
for  obtaining  the  necessary  competitive  bids  covering  movement  of  the  employee's 
household  goods  and  personal  effects. 
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
